“We declare that no member of such 
a society can justiy claim to be a dis- 
ciple of Thomas Jefferson. 

“ We pledge the Democratic party to 
oppose the activities of the Ku Klux 
Klan, or any similar organization 
which undertakes to control or inter- 
fere with free political action or due 
process of law.” 

Claims 590 for Stand. 

‘Mr. Moore ciaims thé anti-klan 
forces will have 590 delegates in favor 
of this or a similar definite declaration 
against the K. K. K.

As the law in Illinois stands, justices are author. 
ized to issue permits, and this law-—the Sadler 
act-ahould be amended at tke next seasion of the 
legiglature so as to put authority in more respon- 
gible hands. Under the act a justice in Cairo or 
Bast St. Loulz cam issue a permit to any one, 
good within the state. A justice in Cook county 
may do the same. Thus gunmen and other un- 
desirables can get permits in a place where they 
are unknown and then go elsewhere to use them. 
A justice who lacks a proper sense of responsibility 
or who does not realize what crime conditions are 
in some other communities may thus arm profes- 
sional criminals without danger or injury to his 
own community. But, of course, it works both 


ways. 

Mr. Crowe tecommends that the act be amended 

to provide, first, that in cities the mayor and in 
townships the president be the only official authar- 
ized to issue permits; second, that such permits 
shall have effect onlf within the jurisdiction of the 
official who issues it; third, that it be iasued only 
to residents. 
This change in the law will help to mitigate the 
gun toting evil, and should be made as scon as 
possible; but the proper method of resching it is 
by making the private manufacture or aale of 
revolvers or pistols a penal offense. These fire 
arms have only one uae, the shooting of human 
beings. They are not for game. A rifie or shotgun 
may be kept by law abiding people for defense of 
home or property from marauders, but the crim- 
inal could not Garry one as he can s revolver.
